Quick Health Tips

‘This may be a touchy sub- 
ject but many people suffer 
from it on an all-too-regular 
hasis - constipation.

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State proposes clean-up standards for perchlorate

BOSTON (AP) - State environ- 
mental officials on Tuesday pro- 
posed water cleanup standards 
for perchlorate, a potentially 
harmful chemical that has been 
found in drinking water sources 
at 10 sites in Massachusetts. 

The Town of Tewksbury dealt 
with elevated levels of perchlo- 
rate in its public drinking water 
supply for several months in late 
2004 and early 2005 until the 
source was traced back to a 
Billerica-based company 

Representative James Miceli 
has been working — with 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) officials ever since in an 
effort to solve the problem once 
and for all. 

“There are still companies 
dumping perchlorate into public 
water suppl: such as the 
Merrimack River,” Miceli said 

Perchlorate, a rocket fuel 
ingredient, is used in road flares, 
fireworks and military muni 


tions. The chemical has been 
found in dozens of states, and 
first detected in 
assachusetts in 2002 in the 
aquifer under the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation on Cape 
Cod. 

Perchlorate can interfere with 
the production of thyroid hor- 
mones, which are needed for 
pre- and postnatal growth and 
development. 

The DEP’ proposed standard 
would require responsible par- 
ties to clean up perchlorate con- 
tamination if the chemical is 
found in drinking water at a con- 
centration of two parts per bil- 
lion (ppb) or more - a level the 
agency said was based on a 
review of scientific data. The 
regulation also would require 
regular testing for perchlorate in 
all public water systems. 

‘Tewksbury was advised to post 
public health notices when the 
concentration of perchlorate 
rose above 1 ppb 


Miceli has been concerned by 
the DEP’s change of opinion 
relating to safe concentration 
levels. 

“I wanted to know if this new 
standard would _ potentially 
expose my constituents to dan. 
gerous levels,” Miceli said 

According to miceli, however, 
he had been assured that much 
research has been done on the 
subject and that DEP is com 
fortable with the 2 ppb thresh 
old. 

“I do have faith in DEP on this 
particular issue,” Miceli said 
“But there will be a public com 
ment period and we will contin 
ue to investigate and we will 
weigh in on the issue during that 
time.” 

The agency scheduled six pub: 
lic hearings on the proposed 
standards from April 10 through 
April 27 at locations statewide. 

The proposal would give 
Massachusetts the first perchlo 
rate cleanup and drinking water 


standards in the nation, the state 

aid 

orate is an emerging 
contaminant that has raised a 
red flag for environmental agen: 
cies and public health officials 
across the country," Stephen 
Pritchard, the state's environ- 
mental affairs secretary, said in 
a news release. 

The federal government cur- 
rently has no standard to regu:

bers of California's congression 
al delegation recently urged that 
such a standard be adopted

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Miceli votes for legislation to protect 
consumer privacy rights

BOSTON - Chairman James 
R, Miceli (D- 
‘Tewksbury/Wilmington) voted 
with his House colleagues to 
unanimously pass_ legislation 
that will protect the privacy 
rights of drivers. 

Currently, car dealerships are 
not, required to inform con- 
sumers that the car he or she 
may purchase may be equipped 
with black boxes that record 
information about vehicle 
speed, steering performance, 
seat belt and air bag status, and 
brake deployment. This infor- 
mation can be accessed by 
third parties, including insur- 
ane companies. 

The legislation passed by the 
House addresses the two major 
concerns that Representative 
Miceli had with the black boxes. 
Not only does it require auto 
manufactures and dealers to 


notify the buyer that the car 
has a black box, but it also 
ensures that the car owner also 
owns the information in the 
black box. Insurance compa- 
nies and auto manufactures 
must obtain permission from 
the owner. A major exception to 
the law would be if the car deal- 
ership and/or auto manufactur- 
er were served with a lawful 
court order. 

The Senate must also pass 
this bill and the Governor must 
sign it before it becomes law. 

“I believe that the citizens of 
Massachusetts have the right to 
know what information the 
vehicle they drive holds.” 
Miceli said. “I find it appalling 
that people have been driving 
their automobiles without the 
knowledge that this was being 
stored in their car.”

The proposal has received stiff 
opposition from neighbors, 
including State Representative 
James Miceli, who contend that 
the project is too dense for an 
area already burdened with 
heavy traffic flow.

The developer, | Tambone 
Investment Group, has reduced 
the density of the project more 
than once; first coming in with a 
plan for 153-units, then with a 
plan for 128-units, until finally 
standing firm with 108-units. The 
Board of Selectmen established a 
two-member negotiating team to 
meet with the developer in an 
attempt to negotiate even further.

ships, romantic relationships, 
and family life; competition for 
college entrance, including com- 
petition for Advanced Placement 
and Honors courses in high 
school; the balance between 
school work, grades, and 
extracurricular activities like 
sports and clubs; and the desire 
to have the "ideal" physical 
appearance. 

Prescription medications 
appeal to teens for many differ- 
ent reasons. They are perceived 
safer when compared to street 
drugs such as heroin or cocaine. 
They are easily accessible. Also, 
teens view these medications as 
legal because they are doctor pre- 
scribed and FDA approved. In 
reality, these drugs are as dan- 
gerous and illegal as their street 
counterparts. (Note: If a teen 
takes a prescription medication 
that has not been specifically pre- 
scribed for that teen, it is an ille- 
gal act.) 

Prescription drugs that are 
most commonly abused fall into 
the following categories: nar- 
cotics, stimulants, depressants 
and steroids. 

Narcotics 

OxyContin® (or “Oxy”) is a pre- 
scription painkiller, much like 
Percoset *, and is used for mod- 
erate to high pain relief associe 
ed with injuries, bursitis, disloca- 
tion, fractures, neuralgia, arthri- 
tis, lower back pain and pain 
associated with cancer. It con- 
tains oxycodone, the medication's 
active ingredient, in a timed- 
release tablet. It is the most 
powerful narcotic in a pill. The 
drug produces opiate-like effects 
and is sometimes used as a sub- 
stitute for heroin. Most intividu- 
als who abuse this drug do so to 
gain euphoric effects, relieve pain 
and to avoid withdrawal symp- 
toms. 

A similar drug, Palladone™, is 
even stronger than Oxy and is 
used for the same purposes. 

Often it's the “good” kids, the 
ones trying to do the best that 
they can who get hooked. In the 
early stages, teens will report 
that they felt “focused” and “did 
better on the drug” than they did 
without it. The overwhelming 
euphoria associated with opiate 
drugs leads them to feel calm, 
warm and stress-free. Once 
addiction takes hold, however, 
teens reported that they “need 
them just to get out of bed.” 

On the street, this Oxy costs 
about $80 per pill - or about $1 per 
milligram. Once they can no 
longer afford Oxy, users often 
turn to a significantly cheaper 
alternative, heroin. 


Stimulants 

Adderall* and Ritalin*, both 
medications used to treat atten- 
tion deficit disorder with hyper- 
activity, are amphetamines or 
stimulants. Like cocaine and 


well-being, and increase energy 
and alertness, often producing a 
feeling of euphoria in users. 

The most misused prescription 


stimulants due to easy a 
ity, teens report that they 
Adderall* or Ritalin* in order to 
enhance academic performance. 
Illicit stimulants are also used as 
a diet drug. 

Depressants 

Benzodiazepine, a class of drugs 
that depresses the central ner: 
vous system includes such pre- 
scription depressants such as 
Valium*, Xanax*, Rohypnol, and 
Klonopin®. These drugs are pre- 
scribed to treat anxiety and panic 
attacks. As a class, they slow 
down the heart rate and breath- 
ing slightly. They are most often 
abused to increase the affects of 
narcotics like heroin. When 
taken with alcohol (also a depres- 
sant), these drugs can cause a 
multiple affect, increasing alco- 
hol intoxication. 

The physical effects of depres- 
sants include a drunken appear-

Today, athletes and others 
abuse abolic steroids to 


enhance performance and also to 
improve physical appearance. 
Anabolic steroid abuse results in 
aggression and other psychiatric 
side effects such as hallucina- 
tions, paranoia, anxiety and 
depression, which can lead to vio- 
lence, Researchers report that 
users may suffer from delusions 
and impaired judgment stem 
ming from feelings of invincibili 
ty. 

Major side effects from abusing 
anabolic steroids can include 
liver tumors and cancer, jaun 
dice, fluid retention, high blood 
pressure, increases in LDL (bad 
cholesterol), and decreases in 
HDL (good cholesterol). Other 
side effects include kidney 
tumors, severe acne, and trem- 
bling. In addition, there are some

They can also cause 
blackouts and memory loss that 
may last for days. 

Steroids 

Anabolic steroids are a group of 
powerful compounds that are syn- 
thetic derivatives of the male sex 
hormone testosterone. Steroids 
are legally available by prescrip- 
tion to treat conditions that occur 
when the body produces abnor- 
mally low amounts of testos- 
terone, such as delayed puberty 
and some types of impotence. 
‘They are also prescribed to treat 
body wasting in patients with 
AIDS and other diseases that 
result in loss of lean muscle 


gender-specific side effects: 

o For males - shrinking of the 
testicles, reduced sperm count, 
infertility, baldness, development 


s - growth of facial 
male-pattern baldness, 


hair, 
changes in or cessation of the 
menstrual cycle, enlargement of 
the clitoris, deepened voice. 


For adolescents - growth halt 
ed prematurely through prema- 
ture skeletal maturation and 
accelerated puberty changes 
This means that adolescents risk 
remaining short for the remain- 
der of their lives if they take ana- 
bolic steroids before the typical 
adolescent growth spurt 


If you're like most 
you're probably not aware that a 
number of over-the-counter 
(OTC) products can potentially 
be abused by teens looking to get 


high 

Over-the-counter drugs are 
abused for the same reasons that 
street or prescription drugs are 
‘The particular danger with these 
drugs is that they are very easily 
available - usually only a local 
drug store away 

Because these substances are so 
readily available, detailed names 
and descriptions will not be pro: 
vided within this article. If you 
should have any questions about 
commonly misused and abused 
OTC's, please contact your child's 
physician, the website resources 
provided alongside with this arti 
cle, or the Wilmington Police 
Department 

The best way to avoid misuse or 
abuse of prescription and over: 
the-counter medications is to stop 
it before it starts. Take the time 
to talk to your children about the 
difference between “use” and 
“abuse”, Speak with your child's 
physician when a prescription is 
necessary. Find out from the 
doctor whether a substitute med 
ication - one that the patient is 
not likely to be able to misuse or 
abuse - is available. [If no such 
substitute exists, ask your doctor 
to prescribe a limited supply. a 
few days’ worth of medication 
rather than a whole month's 
worth. Inventory your medicine 
cabinet and dispose of unneces 
sary medications.

Incredible comeback falls short

BILLERICA -The Shawsheen 
Tech hockey team saw their 
amazing season as well as the 
brilliant career of their coach 
Bill Gordon come to an end

And you know what 
I like? Everybody walking out 
of here is talking about one 


team tonight, and it’s us.” 

The Rams weren't giving peo- 
ple much to talk about over the 
first two periods when they 
were outscored 3-0 and out shot 
30-8. But thanks to the efforts 
of junior goalie Joe Cardinale 
who had 40 saves on the night, 
they were still in the game 
enough to hope for a comeback 
and that's exactly what they set 
about doing from the moment 
the puck was dropped to start 
the third period 

While the first two periods 
had featured not only a domi 
nation in shots on net, but also 
territorial play for Savio, the 
Rams changed that almost 
instantly in the third period,

BILLERICA Its. difficult 
sometimes as sportswriters, 
not to get caught up in the 
moment. You try not to dwell 
on too many mediocre things 
making them out to something 

they are not 

But on Friday night, certainly 
there’s no mistaken what the 
Shawsheen Tech boys hockey 
team did in the third period, 
not to mention the outstanding 
job head coach Bill Gordon did 
in 27 years at the Tech. 

The 15 minutes that the Rams 
played in the third period of the 
Division 3 North sectional 
semi-final hockey game against 
Savio Prep certainly was one of 
the greatest comebacks I've 
witnessed on the ice in my 13 
years with a notebook, micro- 
phone and keyboard attached 
to my side. 

And it’s something Gordon 
shouldn't forget, and certainly 
won't forget the rest of his life. 

Gordon made it know several 
weeks ago that this would be 


his last year behind the bench 
In his 27 years at the Tech, he 
won 15 league titles, 373 games, 
two sectional championships, 
made two trips to the state 
final, and captured the Division 
3 state championship in 1984 
That's a very impressive 
resume. But Friday was the 
banner of it all 

Trailing 3-0 going to the final 
period against a very skilled, 
talented and strong: skating 
team that possessed two of the 
betters players in the state with 
Andrew MacCormack and 
Evan Yanovitch, Shawsheen 
was on its last legs. The Rams 
were outshot 27-9 after two 
periods and really had as much 
offensive punch as Gilbert who 
tried to take on the Jocks in the 
original “Revenge of the Nerds” 
movie. 

But just like the movie, in this 
case, the Rams took over. 

“(After the second period) I 
just reminded (the team) who 
they are and what they repre- 
sent,” said Gordon. “They rep- 
resent their fathers who played 


for me, they represent them 
selves and each other These 
kids just don’t give up. No mat 
ter the odds, they do not give 
up.” 

Through the first six minutes 
of the third period, Shawsheen 
was all over the Spartans but 
had nothing to show for it.
